EDITORS VISIT NAVY 
OVERSEAS — 


—This is the fourth of a 
written by Walter R. Legge. 

Following the inspection of the Air 
Force stations, the editors were tak- 
en to one of the ports, where they 
had an opportunity to go over one of 
the destroyers. They also saw the 
training of the future heroes of the 
Navy, and a parade of four thousand 
naval cadets. 

While with the Navy, the editors 
were taken to the “Victory,” the flag- 
ship of one of England’s greatest her- 
oes, Admiral Nelson. This was the 
ship wrom which his famous message, 
“England expects that every man will 
do his duty”, was flashed as he led 
the 27 English ships against 33 French 
and Spanish ships at the battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805. 

This visit to the “Victory” will be 
described in greater detail in a sub- 
sequent article. 

Returning to London, conferences 
and meetings were held with Lord 
Woolton, Minister of Food; Hon Ar- 
thur Bevan, Minister of Labour; Hon. 
Herbert Morrison, Minister of Nat- 
ional Service; Hon. L. S. Amery, Min- 
ister for India; Sir Stafford Cripps,

Home Secretary; the Hon. Brendon 


Bracken, Minister of Information, and 
a meeting with the Hon. Winston 
Churchill in his office. It would be im- 
possible to tell much about’ these 


meetings in one article so they 
be dealt with later. 

All these conferences were arrang- 
ed by the Hon. Vincent Massey, High 
Commissioner for Canada, who ac- 
companied the editors on these oc- 
casions. He was indefatigable in try- 
ing to make the visit of the Canadian 
Editors both helpful and interesting. 

During the last part of the time in 
England, vast underground factories 
were visited and also factories where 
aeroplanes and other supplies were 
being made. These visits were also of 
great interest and the problems of 
housing, transportation, manpower, 
etc., were closely studied. Those fac- 
tories in addition to being of huge 
size, were just as up to date, and ef- 
ficient as anything that cou'd be 
found in America. 

A study of bomb damage took 
party to Bristol, Bath, 
and other places which have _ been 
badly datmaged. The lesson learned 
from these visits was that early pre- 
paration to take care of raids is es- 
sential if the damage is to be kept to 
a minimum.

Force, Navy, the British Industrial 
effort, Civilian Defence, and so on. 

Before leaving England, the editors 
had another opportunity of 
General McNaughton, who again re- 
ceived them in a most cordial man- 
ner and freely answered all their 
questions. 

But although the government 
prepared to bring the Canadians back 
home, and the editors were ready to 
go, nature stopped in and ruled other- 
wise. Unfavorable weather prevented 
a take-off, and there was a week’s de- 
lay in which each member’ of the 
party was left to explore whatever 
was of greatest interest to him. 


was 


During this week some of the edit- 
ors visited many of the most _ inter- 
esting spots in England, including 
Wells, Bristol, and other places, while 
Others visited such places as_ Strat- 
On-Avon, Cardiff, Wales, Salsibury, 
Gloucester, etc. ° 

But the best of times comes to an 
end, and early one morning they were 
off on their way home. First, auto- 
mobiles took them to the station, then 
a train carried members of the party 
to the embarking point and motor 
launches took them to the plane which 
conveyed them to Ireland. 

After a stop of a few hours only n 
Ireland, they boarded the _ trans-At- 
lantic flying boat and in a short time 
they were over the Atlantic. 

The return journey on a passenger 
plane was much more comfortable 
than the trip going over on a bomber. 
The passenger plane carries a crew 
of eleven, including an attractive hos- 
tess who busies herself supplying the 
passengers with gum, magazines, and 
cigarettes. She also serves the meals 
which are very palatable. The sight 
of white rolls, real eggs, and other 
foods which they had not seen for 
over six weeks were tangible signs to 
the editors that they were getting near 
home, 

The westward trip is always slower 
than the reverse direction as in com- 
ing west the plane is meeting head-on 
winds all the time. Therefore’ the 
journey which took nine and a_ half 
hours’ time going over took seventeen 
hours for the return trip. However, in 
the passenger plane there are berths 
so that it is possible to sleep for a 
good part of the way. 

The trip is nearly all made above 
the clouds, but the passengers could 
not see the sunrise, — which is usual- 
ly a wonderful sight from a plane,— 
as the sun was direct y behind them. 

One of the interesting sights from 
the plane is Prince Edward Island 
which is particularly beautiful from 
the air, and rivals the views over Ire- 
land, 

Early Saturday morning the Canad- 
ian editors were gently deposited at 
an Eastern Canadian Port, thus bring- 
ing to an end a trip such as has been 
made by few people and which will 
be remembered by them as long as 
they live. 

In the letter of instructions which 
each editor received before leaving 
Canada, one sentence read, “You will 


be allowed to see things which few 
people have been permitted to see, 
and you will be told things which 


few people have heard.” This predic- 
tion was more than fulfilled. 

During the six weeks, the editors 
travelled more than eleven thousand 
miles, made up of 1930 miles by bus, 
1540 miles by train, 500 miles by auto- 
mobile, 6400 miles by plane and ab 
out 400 miles on foot. This was the 
record kept by the writer and is pro- 
bably the average of the party, but

An Interesting Letter From 
Strathmore Boy Now In 
England. 


— 
Thursday, October 8th, 1942 


Dear Mrs Moore, 

I am writing you these lines to let 
you know that I have arrived safely 
over. Had a swell crossing, no excite- 
ment of any kind and was on _ board 
ship just seven days, and rather a 
coincidence the name of the ship is 
the same as our little town Strath- 
more. It was also well represented by 
three of its men. I should three Cpls. 
Cpl. S. Karn, Cpl. G. Tench and my- 
self, but we have since been split up 
and at the moment don’t know where 
they are located. So far have only 
met one, none other than Frank Sow- 
don, should of course call him Sir, 
but we just forgot that when we met, 
and I was just lucky enough to meet 
him on the street, on my way to take 
a trades test, and made the grade 
O. K. Hope to meet more of the boys 
in the near future, and the only way 
will be to run across them going on 
leave someplace. Most of our boys 
from my unit are going or have been 
to Scotland, and all want to get anoth- 
|er leave so they can go the ‘same 
place again. They seem to have 
swell places to stay at and cater to 
the Canadian Forces. I went to my 
parents home on my seven day leave; 
both my father and mother look very 
well and each over seventy, also my 
wife’s parents, and they are living 
quite close together in the Midlands. 
Six hours train journey from where 
I am stationed. My the trains do tra- 
vel but seem so very small. 

The Black-out are not so hot, but 
; get aaround very well, kind of feel 
your way, and quite a thrill too. I 
stayed one night in London at the 
“Duchy Hotel’. Swell place, supper, 
breakfast and room for only 4 shill- 
ings, for Canadian Forces only. And 
if you wish, the people who manage 
them, the K. C.’s will get in touch 
with private homes, and you can have 
anything you desire. Hunting, fishing, 
boating, on a farm at no cost what- 
ever, which makes things iwery nice 
for our boys who have no. relations 
over here, 


We are stationed in the country, 
very pretty and not too far from Lon- 
don. I am in a cottage with lights, 
bath, ete., which is going to be very 
nice this coming winter. It still does 
rain a LITTLE in Old England, at the 
moment it is coming down real heavy, 
and everything you touch or put on 
seems damp and cold. One of our boys 
says he has not felt warm since he 
left Canada. At the moment one of my 
bed pals is making a fire in the open 
fire place before we go to bed. He 
says give me “Sunny Alberta’, you 
can have your England. I was very 
surprised at not seeing more destruc- 
tion by bombing than there really is; 
some parts of course are gone, but 
lots of places missed entirely. Lots 
of fields show signs of it. 

The ration system over here seems 
very fair, rich or poor seem to get 
enough food. Bread is not rationed. 
Candy and soap are our biggest worry. 
We all get a coupon for a bar of each 
per week. The clothes seem to be the 
worse and the people have to make 
their coupons or cards last a whole 
year. I have seen more girls without 
stockings than with and they seem to 
take everything with a smile. Every- 
one is working and is doing a_ real 
job. Have had a bumper crop of ev- 
erything, even have gardens where 
bombs have dropped 2 years ago. 
Well now I think I will close, but only

Seed Supplies 


The varieties which make up our 
wheat, oat, barley and flax crops 
have changed with extraordinary 
rapidity during the past few years. 
The changes have nearly all been 
improvements, and for this we must 
thank the plant breeders and other 
agricultural scientists. Since pure 
stocks of some varieties will not be 
equal to the demand, now is the 
time to begin thinking about pur- 
chases. 

A farmer may be obliged to 
obtain new seed because the quality 
of his own is inferior. It may be 
frozen, sprouted, shrunken, etc.; or 
replacement may be necessary as a 
result of mixtures or weed seeds 
which cannot be removed. In such 
cases, replacement may be made 
with pure seed of the same variety. 
The sooner orders are placed, the 
easier it will be to get really first- 
class stocks. 

If a different variety is required, 
the farmer may know exactly what 
he wants, Even though he does, it 

is a good plan to consult the Provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture, 
Field Crops Branch, or the Provin- 
cial University or nearest Dominion 
Experimental Farm. You are cer- 
tain to get helpful information since 
these organizations are well posted 
on the Intest experimental results. 

Elevator agents of Line Elevator 
Companies associated with this De- 
partment are authorized distributors 
of seed for Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and <Alberia Crop Improvement 
Associations. As soon as official 
variety recominendations are avail- 
able, they will be in elevator agents’

SABOTAGE IN 
THE COW BARN 


Lethbridge Experimental Station 
In hundreds of dairy herds in Sou- 
thern Alberta the saboteur cows are 
as busy as ever eating feed and using 
up labour for which they never pay. 
In peace time that is serious, but in 
war time it is a crime. We have heard 
and read of boarder cows for years 
and wery little has been done about 
their elimination. Now that labour is 
becoming very scarce there is an ad- 
ded incentive to rectify this situation, 
What is a boarder cow? She is a 
cow that does not pay her way but 
lives by the efforts of her stable 
mates or the kindness and generosity 
of her owner. She consumes _pract- 
cally as much feed, and requires just 
as much labour as her i profitable 
neighbours. Where must the line’ be 
drawn? That of course depends on 
the value of the product, the cost of 
teed, labour, and other expenses. 
Many estimates have been made and 
it may be generally agreed that a 
cow should produce at least 150 Ibs. 
of butterfat (equivalent to about 4000 
lbs. of milk) per year to pay her 
way. When we consider that that is 
about the average for this province it 
must be realized that a large propor- 
tion of the cows must be boarders.. 
An experience of many people who 
have practised culling for the first 
time is that even after they have got- 
ten rid of some of their cows they 
still get as much milk as ever. The 
explanation was that they gave more 
feed and attention to the remaining 
cows and the cows’ responded with 
more milk. This can happen if the 
cows have the ability to produce more
